LONDON, Sept 1.—It is reported here 
n the strength of statements made by 
he congressional agents in Paris and 
jondon, that Don Angustln Edwards 
will bo the next president of Chili. He 
s one of tho wealthiest, If not the 
wealthiest, of Chilians, and in the early 
jeriod of the insurrection he supplied 
unds lavishly for the support of the 
evolutionary party.

riends in the higher class hi England 
nd on the continent, and is largely in- 
irested In the nitrate trade. He has a 
plendid farm in Chili, which, up to the 
Ime of the war, was stocked with the 
jest blooded cattle that money could 
obtain in Europe. These cattle, during 
he war, were slaughtered for food for 
lalmaceda's troops, and the property 
if Edwards both in olfy and country 
ras laid watte. He narrowly escaped 
vith his own life. The congressional- 
sts have always looked to him as their 
eading representative, although he has 
iot taken an active personal part in 
naval or military affairs. The, active 
lead of the revolution has been George 
Montt, who with Silva and Barros 


,ueo, formed the governing junta. It 
s said that Montt is in favor of Ed- 
wards for president.

The Weather BOIMU at Washington in 


endeavoring to Mtabliib • novel qntem 
ot weather foreoasts. Already the prin- 
cipal railroads ot the country have 
adopted the plan of 
disseminating 


weather predictions by displaying signal 
lags on trains, and the bureau hopes to 
extend this system by having looomotiveti 
five the signals by means of their'rwhis- 
;lea. Prof. .Harrington, the Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, has arranged a ayitem 
ot whistle combinations by means Of 
whiob persons living at a distance from 
the railroads can receive the forecast*. 
By repeating each combination a teW 
times, with an interval of ten seconds be- 
tween, possibilities of error in reading 
the forecasts will be .avoided, such as 
may arise from variable winds or failure 
to hear the warning signal. 


As the weather forecasts are telegraph- 
ed daily to a large number of stations ot 
the Weather Bureau, to railroads, etc., 
ii various sections ot the country, there 
are many small towns which may obtain 
them by telephone; tree of 'expenses; 
the may also be obtained bom:, daily 
newspapers. Those desiring to display 
or sound the signals, and who are not 
able to obtain the tore oasts as above, 
can communicate direct with the director 
of the state whether bureau, and it it 
is impracticable tor the United State to 
bear the expense of transmission they 
will be famished at the regular commer- 
cial rate and sent "collected.
